Increasing the amount of renewable energy is one of the Maryland’s key policy goals.  
The Maryland Energy Administration is tasked with achieving the state’s Renewable Portfolio 
Standard (RPS). Currently, the RPS requires that 20% of energy sold in Maryland in 2022 come 
from qualified renewable energy resources, with 2% coming from in-state solar projects. To help 
Maryland invest in clean energy, we offer grant programs for residents, businesses, non-profits 
and local governments.
